The friends, not of M. de Girardin only, but the 
French nation at large, have a right to expect 
from the General-Dictator some good reason why 
he has acted thus; why he has singled out for 
vengeance a man who, both personally as well as 
the conductor of La Presse, was considered by all 
who loved and valued good order as the man who 
was most anxious and indefatigable in his endea- 
vours to preserve it, To arrest such aman as a 
participator or an encourager of an émeute is most 
absurd. Notwithstanding all that the friends of 
General Cavaignac may say, there are indubitable 
traces of personal hostility, either on the part of 
the general himself or on the part of some one 
who has influenced him in this matter. Not only 
was Emile de Girardin arrested, but his papers 
were seized, and, by the act, the secrets of family 
and friendship were violated. Bail was refused 
for his liberty, and, by way of refinement of cruelty, 
his wife was forbidden to enter the prison of her 
husband or to hold any communication with him. 
He is allowed writing materials, so that we may in 
some short time expect his own version of the 
cause of his arrest, Among other contradictory 
accounts it is said that the personal safety of 
M. de Girardin was the principal motive with’ the 
chief of the Executive for ordering the arrest. 
This report, however, is a little past belief, If that 
had been the motive, his paper need not have 
been suppressed, nor his wife forbidden to see 
him, Others say that the journal was suspended 
because, at the moment when the whole power of 
the empire was given to General Cavaignac, it 
was possible that a mere anti-ministerial article 
in La Presse might have been misinterpreted into 
hostility to the Republic by both the insurgents

and the National Guards. We ean understand 
that even so imperious a step as the temporary 
suppression of part of the press might be necessary 
by the peculiar circumstances of Paris, That 
measure may be justified. But the arrest and 
imprisonment of M. de Girardin is not approved 
even by those who acquiesce in the necessity of 
the other measure, and, as far as is known, cannot 
be justified. His friends loudly proclaim their 
entire conviction of his innocence of any plot or 
conspiracy dangerous to the state. They contend 
that he is the victim of private vengeance. ‘They 
ask, “Ifhe be suspected of treason, why was not 
his private residence searched?” The reply given 
to this is, ‘* We have enough to convict him.,”’

THE SISTERS OF CHARITY. 

Tue idea of charity is so essentially woman-like 
that, when we hear of individuals who isolate 
themselves from their sex and arrogate the distin- 
guishing title which heads this article, we are in- 
clined to apprehend some tincture of monopoly in 
the assumption, and perhaps a self-glorification 
which, unconsciously verifying the vanity of human 
nature in its most aspiring moments, makes of anta- 


gonists a basis for one another,—founds charity ¢ and expensive, perhaps, 


upon pride, and exalts pride through the influence 
of charity, 

These remarks are not meant in disparagement 
of those excellent women who form the sisterhood 
of whose piety and heroism the recent Paris insur- 
rection gives us such samples. Were it possible 
that Englishwomen should combine to exercise in a 
body those Christian virtues for which individually 
their aptitude is as remarkable as the aptitude of 
the men for enterprise, commercial or political, we 
cannot doubt that, were such an occasion as that 
which recently arose in the French metropolis to 
to take place in ours, the good results would be in- 
calculable. Our heroines would possibly outshine 
our heroes, But English society may not at the pre-

“‘ We have always felt a sentiment of veneration for 
Seeurs de Charité, who, laying aside the timidity and 
weakness of their sex, appear wherever there is danger. 
On the 25th ult. a captain of the Garde Mobile, being 
made prisoner by the insurgents, was taken to the 
courtyard of the Scurs de Charité of the 12th arron- 
dissement. He was about to be shot, when the superior 
placed herself resolutely before the musket. ‘Stop! 
said she, ‘this is the house of God! A crime would 
sully it; the death of this man would bring you ill 
luck!’ ‘You are right, sister; you have been always 
good to us, and we should not like to cause you any 
annoyance. We shall carry the prisoner out and shoot 
him in the street,’ ‘No, my friends, this man belongs 
to me; he must not leave this place, In the name of 
the services which we have rendered you, in the name 
of your wives and children, I claim him, Let him be 
kept prisoner.’ For two hours she kept contending 
against the madmen, whom she could not convince, 
pesventing the crime by her presence, when a sharp 

re of musketry came to her aid, She took advantage 
of the trouble and hesitation of the moment to push 
the prisoner into the pharmacie, the door of which she 
closed, and, having disguised him, succeeded in 
yaeeiing him to effect his escape. Returning amongst 
them a few minutes after, ‘ Let us give thanks to God,’ 
she said, ‘who has saved the prisoner.’ 

What an example of virtue here shines out in 
the midst of horrible atrocities! The same journal 
goes on to relate :— 

‘In another place an insurgent, half drunk, meeting 
with one of the sisters going to carry aid to the 
wounded, placed his bayonet, with threats, against 
her bosom. The sister, without showing any agitation, 
pak aat you think I fear a bayonet? I only fear

We should be sorry, indeed, to have such occa- 
sionsfor our countrywomen to display their courage. 
But in times of peace these Sisters of Charity employ 
themselves in relieving the sick and poor, in ad- 
ministering to them the consolations of religion, 
and in educating their children. Now, by the 
return moved for by Mr, Buller, M.P,, we find 
that the total number of boys and girls in the 
workhouses of 614 unions in England and Wales, 
on Thursday, the 18th of March, 1847, amounted 
to 51,237.

Wreck or tue Finn M‘Coutu.—The W, 
Penn, steamer, which arrived from Waterford at 
Liverpool on Saturday last, reports that she saw the 
Finn M‘Coull, steamer, from Liverpool to Youghal, 
on the rocks off Tuskar, and on again passing the 
rock found her a complete wreck.

SusrpecrepD Murper sy Porson.—Har- 
wicH.—Much sensation has been excited in this 
neighbourhood within the last few days by the state- 
ment that a hawker named William Constable had 
been poisoned by his sister at Wicks, a village near 
this place. The death took place some weeks since, 
and the body was interred at the time without any 
inquiry; but it afterwards transpired that the de- 
ceased’s sister, Mrs. May, a married woman, had 
entered his name in a burial club in this town as only 
38 years of age, although he was 55; and, it being also 
ascertained that he was taken suddenly ill with all the 
symptoms of poisoning, and died after a day’s illness, 
it was decided to hold an inquest. The body was ac- 
cordingly exhumed, and an inquest was held upon it 
befora Me. W, Codd, the coroner for Essex. Evidence 
was given identifying the body, and also proving that 
the death was registered as by decline, Mary Ferrit, 
the nurse who attended the deceased, stated that he 
was in perfect health two days before his death, and 
that on being taken ill he was dreadfully sick. Other 
witnesses spoke to the same effect. Mr. Thomson, 
surgeon, stated he had made an examination of the 
body, but decomposition had proceeded so far that he 
could not speak with any certainty as to the cause of 
death till the stomach was analyzed. The coroner, 
therefore, directed that Professor Taylor should be 
employed to make the analyzation ; and the proceed- 
ings were adjourned, 

Tur ExpLosion AT THE BLOOMFIELD 
SraFFoRDSHIRE) Inon Worxs.—Another man has 
ied from the injuries received by this accident. He 

has left a wife and two children destitute. A corre- 
spondent says, looking at the number of persons em- 
ployed at the works, it is miraculous that compara- 
tively so small a number received injuries, seeing that 
many hundred workmen were concentrated in a limited 
space, and that, too, closely adjoining the scene of the 
disaster. Had it occurred ten minutes earlier, or had 
the boiler been projected into the works instead of 
across the canal, hundreds of lives would undoubtedly 
have been sacrificed. 


Surcipe 1n THE House or DeETENTION. 
At Bow-street, on Saturday last, two swell mobsmen, 
of the names of Collett, alias Musty, and Ginger, 
alias Stone, were remanded, charged with a robbery 
at Messrs. Cocks and Biddulph’s. ‘The two prisoners 
were sent to the House of Detention, as the New 
Prison, Clerkenwell, is named. As is the custom, 
upon their arrival they were both searched, but no- 
thing being found of a suspicious nature they were, as 
is customary, locked up in their respective cells. On 
Sunday morning, on the turnkey of the ward going 
his rounds to open the sleeping-cells, he discoverec 


Collett hanging, apparently quite dead, with his coat 


off, and his shirt sleeves turned up, and the left arm 
covered with clotted blood. ‘The deceased was imme- 
diately cut down, and the medical attendant on the 
prisoners was instantly in attendance, who pronounced 
that the deceased had been dead for some hours, 
Upon examining the arm, three wounds were found, 
evidently done with an intention of bleeding to death, 
for the deceased had fastened his handkerchief for a 
ligature round the arm, but, having fixed it below in- 
stead of above the elbow, no blood would flow; and 
this no doubt led to the infliction of the two other 
wounds. The loss of blood being very little, the de- 
ceased then hung himself, Upon searching the cell 
to ascertain by what instrument the wounds had been 
inflicted, a small penknife, which had escaped detec- 
tion, was found; while, as a proof of the determina- 
tion that actuated the deceased, he had, by rubbing 
the blade on the stone, ground the termination of the 
blade to a fine and sharp point, to act in the room of 
a lancet. An inquest was held before Mr. Wakley, 
when the jury returned a verdict in accordance with 
the evidence, 


SINGULAR Case or PoisoninG.—CAUTION 
To THE Puntic.—Last week Mr. Harris, the pro- 
prietor of the Equestrian ‘Tavern, near the Surrey 
Theatre, having nearly 200 letters to post, adopted 
the usual mode of moistening the Queen’s heads, or 
postage stamps, with his tongue, and before he had 
finished he felt an extraordinary sensation and swell- 
ing of the tongue, Ina short time it had swollen to 
so alarming a size that Mr, Harris found it necessary 
to send for a neighbouring surgeon, and that gentle- 
man on attending at once pronounced his case one of 
poisoning, and asked him what he had been taking? 

Ir, Harris, who was as much surprised as he was 
alarmed, declared he had not taken anything of a poi- 
sonous nature. The medical gentleman next asked 
him how he had been employed that evening, or if he 
had been applying anything to his tongue? and Mr. 
Harris replied, only some postage stamps, ‘The sur- 
geon at once said this was the cause, for there were 
some poisonous ingredients mixed up with the glu- 
tinous matter placed on these stamps, and at once 
administered active antidotes, which fortunately had 
the effect of not only checking but reducing the 
swelling, and though Mr. Harris suffered much from 
the effects of the poison, and the strong remedies to 
counteract its effects, he is now perfectly recovered. 
The danger of applying many of these stamps to 
the tongue at a time will thus be seen, and will act, 
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it is hoped, as a caution against the practice for the 
future. 


FriGHtT¥ruL ACCIDENT IN THE WATERLOO- 
ROAD.—On Monday morning a fearful accident, which, 
it is apprehended, will be attended with fatal results 
to two persons, occurred in the Waterloo-road, Lam- 
beth. About nine o’clock one of the Camden-town 
and Camberwell omnibuses passed over Waterloo- 
bridge, and the instant the vehicle came in front of 
the Feathers Tavern, the driver, Richard Bransden, 
was seized with a fit, and, having let the reins fall, 
the horses dashed down the road at a most furious rate. 
Mr. James, a retired medical gentleman, a passenger 
in the omnibus, on seeing that the horses had no one 
to control them, opened the door and jumped out, 
Unfortunately he fell upon his head, eh received a 
concussion of the brain. The horses, still un- 
restrained, continued to dash along the road, and, 
when facing the brigade engine-station, the driver fell 
from the box between the horses. He was picked up 
in a state of insensibility and carried, with Mr, James, 
to the surgery of Mr. Robert Brookes, where they 
were attended to; but, owing to the serious nature of 
their injuries, it was deemed advisable to remove them 
to Westminster Hospital, which was accordingly 
done, and at eight o’clock that evening both sufferers 
remained in a very precarious condition. After the 
driver fell the horses ran against a cart near the 
Westminster-road, which they overturned, but, fortu- 
nately, the parties therein received very trifling in- 
jury ; after which the animals galloped onwards in the 
direction of the London-road, where the vehicle ran 
against the wheel of another omnibus, which broke 
the pole, and from that cause the horses were prevented 
from proceeding any further. The driver, it appears, 
was subject to fits, and has more than once, when he 
has been out with his vehicle, fallen from the box. 


Narrow Escare or EXeTER-HALL FROM 
Finn.—On Tuesday morning a fire, fortunately at- 
tended with only atrifling destruction of property, but 
which for some time jeopardised Exeter-hall, Choke 
out at 370, Strand, tdlonging to Mr. N, Varley, to- 
bacconist, The flames having been opportunely dis- 
covered, the engines were soon on the spot, and, by 
setting one machine to work, the fire was speedily 
extinguished. The damage done is thus reported by 
Mr. Braidwood:—‘' The counter burned; round the 
shop and contents damaged by fire; ceilings under by 
water, and slight damage to billiard-room over, by 
smoke, &c.”’” Had it not been for the speedy arrival 
of the firemen, it is quite probable that the flames 
would have communicated with Exeter-hall, as Mr. 
Varley’s premises were immediately in front of that 
building. How the disaster originated is unknown, 
Mr, Varley was insured in the Royal Exchange fire- 
office. 

DEATH OF THE SON OF THE CORONER FOR 
York rrom Curororoum.—Impontrant INVvestica- 
TION.—An investigation, which lasted several hours, 
took place before IT. Wakley, Esq., M.P., coroner for 
West Middlesex, and a highly respectable jury, on 
Saturday last, at the Apollo Tavern, Francis-street, 
Tottenham-court-road, concerning the death of Walter 
8. Badger, Esq., aged twenty-three, of Nasborough- 
hall, Rotherham, Yorkshire, and son of the coroner 
for the West Riding of Yorkshire, who died whilst 
under the influence of chloroform administered to him 
by Mr. Robinson, surgeon-dentist, of Gower-street, 
Bedford-square. The inquiry excited intense interest 
amongst the medical profession, a large number of 
whom. were present during the proceedings, The 
body having been viewed by the jury, a lengthy in- 
quiry was instituted. Dr. Waters, who had been 
called in, said, ‘* My opinion is that the deceased’s 
heart had not sufficient room to play on account of 
the pressure of the liver and other organs, I am also 
of opinion that the deceased died from arrest of the 
heart’s action, owing to the administration of chloro- 
form.”’——Mr, Erasmus Wilson, at considerable length, 
corroborated the evidence of Dr, Waters, and ex- 
pressed his opinion that the administration of chloro- 
form to patients Aaving any internal disease was ex- 
ceedingly dangerous.—The coroner and jury com- 
pletely exonerated Mr. Robinson from blame, and 
returned a verdict, '* That the deceased died under 
the influence of chloroform acting on a diseased heart 
and enlarged liver.”’

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 
Spring-time Returning ; and Dream no more of that 
4 Biboat Time. Baente by Miss Dolby. R. Addi- 
son and Co,, 210, Regent-street. 
The first of these ballads is written and composed by 
Mr. George Linley, and is an exceedingly pretty com- 
osition, both as regards the poetry and the musio, 
Ve will here insert a few lines to speak for them- 
selves :— 
“Spring-time, returning, 
Decks each tree and flower; 
Sweet birds, rejoicing, 
Sing from every bower: 
T alone am full of grief; 
Nought can yield my soul relief; 
Life itself seems dark to me— 
Dark, love, without thee.” 
The air is in F, and full of Mr. Linley’s usual elegance, 
The accompaniment is simple, flowing, and appro- 
riate, 
The second ballad owns L. E. L. as the parent of the 
words—Mr. Linley the composer. We do not admire 
this effort so much as the first; there are two or three 
crudities not at all pleasing to our ears. It is written 
full low for a tenor, and, if sung by a soprano, there 
are in the third full bar of the voice part consecutive 
major fifths—the F and G in the voice upon the B flat, 
and the C in the accompaniment. The composer has, 
no doubt, fallen into this error by his ear being deceived 
when singing it himself; his voice, being a tenor, 
would sound an octave lower, and then all would be 
right, and the effect by no means bad, Our other 
objection lies in the harmony chosen as an accompani- 
ment to the fifth bar, page 2; but these are trifling 
blemishes, so slight that in a new edition the labour 
of five minutes will rectify all, and the ballad be a very 
delightful composition. 


THE DRAMA. 
THE OPERAS, 

Her Masesty’s Turarre.—There has been no- 
thing new at this house during the week. “ La Figlia 
del Reggimento” was repeated on Tuesday by the ex- 
press wish of many of the subscribers; and the sub- 
scribers could not have evinced greater taste in their 
selection, for, in our opinion, Jenny Lind embodies 
no character, not excepting even Amina, in “ La Son- 
nambula,” to greater perfection than she does the 
Daughter of the Regiment; Taking it altogether, this 
opera is, perhaps, the most perfectly sustained of any 
performed this season at her Majesty’s Theatre, ‘The 
Nightingale’s next greatest creation was repeated on 
Thursday—her lovely Amina; and here she again en- 
raptured her hearers and, we may add, her seers ; for 
the acting of Mule. Lind is very liitle, if at all, inferior 
to her singing. ‘There is an artlessness about all she 
does which proves very captivating. We need scarcely 
add that the houses have been crowded. 

We feel real, unfeigned delight in being able to 
state that at last the barricade s0 obstinately de- 
fended against the English, when attempting to assert 
their avert in the realm of music, is to be thrown 
down. < Balfe's opera of ‘ Falstaff’” is actually in the 
copyist’s hands, Lablache, of course, will embody the 
fat knight; Jenny Lind will take the principal soprano; 
and the rest of the characters will be sustained by the 
full force of the company, May we not venture to 
express a hope that her Majesty will not let such a 
fair opportunity escape of paying a well-deserved 
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compliment to the talent of her own country, but add 
her gracious countenance to the performance by 
attending that‘night in state? Her Majesty paid the 
like compliment to Jenny Lind last season; we con- 
sider Balfe equally deserving. 

Royau Irarian Oprera.—‘ La Favorita” was 
represented here on Tuesday evening; and, with 
Grisi as the favourite and Mario as the lover, we 
need not say how charming the performance was. 
The part of Alfonso was supported for the first 
time by a M. Massol, a member of the Académie 
Royale in Paris; he possesses a fine baritone 
voice of good compass, but the full effect of which 
was greatly marred by the over-nervousness under 
which M. Massol laboured; we shall, therefore, defer 
our more critical remarks until we have again heard 
this gentleman, The first impression has been highly 
favourable. At this theatre, too, we have a pleasing 
announcement to make, There will certainly be a 
grand English Opera here during the winter season, 
commencing about the middle or latter end of Novem- 
ber. Reeves will be the first tenor; and we do hear 
that our charming Alboni will endeavour to fit her 
pretty mouth to the English tongue.

made in the circle of Czaslau. The Archduke Stephen 
has arrived at Innspruck, accompanied by two Hun- 
garian Ministers. 

Bethe Arehduke John of Austria, having been ap- 

ointed Regent during the illness of the Emperor, 
as issued a proclamation at Vienna, from which we 
extract the following:—‘‘ His Majesty the Emperor 
has appointed me his representatlve during his illness. 
As sual: I shall open the Parliament in his name, 
and conduct the business of the Government, incum- 
bent upon him as a constitutional Emperor, until his 
return to Vienna. ‘lhe confidence placed in me by 
the Emperor is sacred to me, I will justify it in doing 
what is his best and sincerest wish, namely, to pre- 
serve the rights and liberties of the people firmly and

conscientiously ; and, in all cases where the imperial 
word is to decide, to govern in the spirit of mildness 
and justice. The crisis is serious, and will be decisive 
for Austria’s prosperity and power.” 

Prussra.—At Berlin a great sensation was produced 
by the arrest of several hundreds of volunteers on their 
return from Schleswig-Holstein; and two very dif- 
ferent explanations were current as to the cause of 
this measure; some pretending that it was for having 
left General Wrangel’s army without leave, and 
therefore as deserters; whilst others insist that crimi- 
nal proceedings are to be commenced against them on 
account of facts of the most shocking cruelty which 
they have committed during the war. General 
Schreckenstein, the Minister of War, declined, as 
usual, to answer questions put to him on this subject 
in the United Diet. A report prevailed that Russia 
would declare war with the entire German Confedera- 
tion. es 

TURKEY.—By the arrival of the Levant mail it is 
ascertained that another serious fire had broken out 
in Constantinople, and after burning four hours was 
extinguished, when thirty-two houses were discovered 
to have been burnt.—The cholera morbus is still ad- 
vancing, secerruee to the Osservatore Triestino it is 
now raging furiously in Wallachia. At Galatz, with a 
population of 40,000 souls, 746 cases have occurred 
since February, of which 237 proved fatal. The 
Virulence of the malady is sricbt tt amate h Pasha, 
the late Seraskier, has been exiled to Sinope, in 
the Black Sea, Sayd, presuming rather too much 
on his relationship to the Sultan, having been married 
to his sister, thought he might safely set the Grand 
Vizier at defiance.

AtHens.—Sir Stratford Canning, our ambassador 
at the Sublime Porte, left on the 19th ult., in her 
Majesty’s steamer Antelope, for Constantinople, to 
resume his functions. His excellency had several 
private audiences of the King, upon what subject is, 
of course, unknown, although every one is here 
anticipating something beneficial from them. The 
monetary or financial crisis is at length arrived; the 
treasury is literally empty; the employés are nearly 
three months in arrear—they will be so at the end of 
the month; the Government, for present use, has 
borrowed (taken) forty millions of drachmas from the 
bank, with the promise to pay when the corn is sold! 
The Government still persists in refusing to give up 
Nadir, who fired at M. Mussurus. 

Russia,—Serious disturbances have, it is said, taken 
place at St. Petersburg. The authorities succeeded in 
quelling them, but several hundred persons have fallen 
victims, No details are as yet known. The Russian 
courier who passed through Tilsit a few days ago on 
a mission to the Baron von Brunow (London) was 
summoned to the presence of the Emperor previous 
to his departure, and received positive commands to 
declare distinetly throughout his journey that his 
Imperial Majesty had no intention either to inter- 
meddle in the affairs of Prussia in particular, or of 
Germany in general, and that it was his unalterable 
resolution, with reference to the affairs of Schleswig- 
Holstein, to bring about an honourable peace through 
his own mediation in conjunction with that of Great 
Britain, Orel, a town in Russia, was destroyed by 
fire on the 7th of June, and most of the inhabitants 
lost all they possessed. Upwards of 1237 houses, in- 
cluding fifty of stone, 80,000 tschetwerts of grain, 
100,000 puds of peas, and four bridges, were destroyed. 
The four stone churches were much injured. The 
whole of this loss is officially estimated at 3,425,000 
silver roubles, The Emperor has forwarded the sum 
of 60,000 roubles to be distributed amongst the poorer 
people, and the Ministers have also sent 10,000 roubles 
for the same purpose. 

SwepeN.—Stockholm journals state that popular 
feeling in favour of Denmark had risen into a perfect 
furor of enthusiasm, and there was no doubt that if 
the war continued, and the allies persevered in their 
system of sending volunteer corps—or, in other words 
freebooters—to Denmark, from twelve to fifteen 
thousand volunteers would, within a short time, leave 
puedey for pohleomie Holstein. ;

Complainant stated that he was walking along Chesham- 
place, Belyrave-square, when, observing the defendant with 
a basket of flowers, he inquired the price of some of them. 
Defendant, holding up two small bundles of carnatious, asked 
a shilling for them, and, upon complainant inquiring the price 
of a single bundle, defendant separated the two and replied, 
“Sixpence.” Complainant took one of them, but had no 
sooner paid the sixpence than defendant declared that the 
price was a shilling, and insisted upon having that sum. 
Complainant, seeing a policeman, gave the defendant into 
custody for attempting to extort money and annoying him, 
Complainant had been induced to bring the matter before a 
magistrate in consequence of knowing that this sort of trick 
was of daily occurrence, and that ladies particularly were 
frequently imposed upon, and submitted to the extortion in 
order to escape annoyance.—Defendant said that the gentle- 
man must have misunderstood him, The price of the bundle 
was a shilling —Mr, Broderip observed that the bunch of 
flowers (which the complainant held in his hand) was not 
worth threepence, and defendant, not content with getting 
double their value, then endeavoured to extort another six- 
ence. ‘his was a very common trick with persons vending 
different articles in the streets, and ladies were imposed upon 
to a considerable extent by persons of prisoner’s description. 
There was some difficulty in a case of this sort, and he must 
discharge the defendant, but requested that the police would, 
for the protection of the public, keep a sharp eye upon him, 
Defendant was accordingly discharged. 
ROBBERY AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE BY A LADY, 
At Greenwich Mrs. Catherine Herrien, wife of a stock- 
broker, residing at Blackheath-hill, was charged with stealing 
a half-crown from the bar of the White Swan Inn, Black- 
heath-road. The daughter of the landlord of the White 
Swan said the prisoner came into the bar and sat down b 
the till in which witness had seen three shillings and a halt- 
crown. After leaving the place for a few minutes she missed 
the half-crown. Witness’s brother had seen the prisoner 
with her hand in the till, The prisoner was committed, 
About a quarter of an hour after being locked up the gaoler 
opened the door, and found the prisoner partly undressed, 
and sitting with a mass of clotted blood at her feet ina raha 
condition.
